Statement of services for which tty decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 19th January, 1975 an earthquake of severe (ntensity 
shook a number of places in the snow-bound Kinnaur and Spiti 
districts of Himachal Pradesh. Shri Shashi Dharan Pillai. 
Head Constable (Operator) was working as Wireless Operator 
at Sumdo (Himachal Pradesh) at the time of earthquake 
when the bunkers of the posts caved in and huge rocks and 
boulders started rushing down from above. All the wireless 
sets and accessories were buried under the debris and there 
seemed no possibility of any communication with the outside 
world. In utter disregard of his personal safety, Shri Pillai 
went out in the open in the blinding snowfall while tremors 
and land-slides were still continuing and after a protracted 
search retrieved from the debris one wireless Bet, one battery 
and some other accessories. He worked under sub-stero tem- 
perature for several hours and was able to flash first news 
of the earthquake at 18.30 hours. He continued working in 
the open through the night and maintained the communi- 
cation with the affected areas. 


On receipt of the information about the earthquake, a res- 
cue party of the Indo-Tibetan Border Policei personnel from 
Battalion Headquarters at Rekong Peo left for Sumdo at 
04.00 hours with rations, medicines and other necessary re- 
lief measiiites. After dairying out belief operations at a 
number of places, on the way the rescue party reached Snmdo 
at 15.30 hours on the 21st January. 1^75. On their return 
journey, the Battalion Commandant Lt. Col. P, S. Grewal

slipped while negotiating a landslide and as he was about to 
fall Into the river below, Jem. Khazan Singh showing great 
presence of mind and at imminent risk to his own life jumped 
down on a loose boulder, and caught hold of the Command- 
ant’s hand, having anchored himself precariously to a rock. 
Ultimately the other members of the rescue party succeeded 
in pulling Lt. Col. Grewal and Jem. Khazan Singh back to 
safety. 

Both Shri Shashi Dharan Pillai and Shrl Khazan Singh ex- 
hibited conspicuous gallantry, exceptional courage, determi- 
nation and devotion to duty against extreme odds and at grave 
risk to their own lives. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and con- 
sequently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 21st January, 1975.

No. . — The Government of India has been 

considering the need to generate a greater sense of 
national involvement in the problems and prospects 
of the nationalised coal industry. Also, it is desired 
to devise a mechanism to ensure a smooth flow of 
fresh ideas to improve the functioning of the industry 
from all points of view. To chieve these objectives it 
has been decided to constitute a broad-based com- 
mittee representing various interests, which should 
meet from time to time to discuss the problems of 
coal production, trasportation and consumption and 
offer suggestions to the Government on the lines on 
which the various problems could be tackled.
